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The Problems of Policy-Making 


In one of the more extraordinary gaffes 
of diplomacy, aides to Australia’s Prime Min- 
ister. Malcolm Fraser. distributed transcripts 
of his "“confidentiai” talk with China's 
Premier. Hua Kuo-feng. Jt resembled the 
occasion in Canada when an unéxpectedly 
live microphone publicized some indiscre- 
tions of Henry Kissinger—but the Peking 
affair was more serious im that 10 revealed 
in considerable detail the doubts of the 
Austraiizn government on the ability of its 
Pacific ally, the United States, to meet ex- 
panding Soviet power. 

That these doubts exist—and not only in 
Australia—is common knowledge. But Mr. 
Fraser was explicit. He attributed the 
source of his anxiety to divisions between 
President Ford and Congress on foreign 
poricy. 

Those divisions also exist. They are. how- 
ever. only part of a problem which affects 
not only the United States but. if Mr. Fraser 
wou-d consult his Labor opposition, Australia 
and much of the rest of the world as ‘well. 

The plain fact is that the bipartisan sup- 
port which foreign policy long claimed in 
the United States was based on the assump- 
tion of two worlds im confrontation: the 
Communist and the free. The very fact 
that Mr. Fraser could raise this matter with 
a Communist Chinese leader shows one 
aspect of the fragmentation of those two 
worlds: the frequency with which the 80- 
calied Third World appears in diplomacy 
and trade is another. And there may he 
some reievance to the chaos of global politics 
in the demonstrations of the extreme right 
and the extreme left against Mr. Kissinger’s 
meeting with South Africa’s Prime Minister 


John Vorster in West Germany and the 
attacks upon the secretary of state in the 
United States because he was too soft on 
the Russtans in Helsinki and too hard on 
them in Angola. 

It is unfortunate that the simple dichot~- 
omy of foreign policy has been shattered 
just as a presidential election dominates 
much of U.S. thinking, in Congress as well 
as among the electorate. and when the 
United States is still suffering under the dis- 
illusionments of Vietnam and Watergate. 
An atmosphere prevails that is distrurbing 
to Americans and to their dailies. 

Nevertheless, what is reassuring in the 
current situation is that Washington policy 
has not been paralyzed. either by the com- 
p.exity of global affairs or by campaign 
oratory. There is no doubt that politics and 
the uncertainty it creates has affected U.S. 
diplomacy: that was evident, for example, 
in the postponent-of the signing of the 
recent nuclear test agreement and the effort 
to put off debate in the Security Council on 
the admission of Angola to the United Na- 
tions. But in fact the treaty was signed; the 
entrance of Angola was vetoed—and Mr. 
Kissinger has been extremely active in pro- 
mulgating and advancing U.S. policies in 
Africa and the Americas, 

Those policies may not ‘advance President 
Ford's chances of being nominated as the 
GOP presidential candidate, but they are 
meeting current needs in a manner that will 
probably be endorsed by whoever sits in the 
White House next year. And out of them 
may well emerge a pattern ‘of policy that will 
be an effective successor to the simple con- 
trasts of the postwar years. 


How to Worry About Oil 


tm {ts first appalled reaction to the 
tremendous oil price increases at the he- 
ginning of 1974, the world projected a whole 
array of dire financial dangers. The 
enormous flow of new oil revenne—most of 
it to small and underdeveloped countries— 
would derange the world's financial struc- 
ture, according to these forecasts. The 
rapidly mounting surpluses of the export- 
ing countries would generate 2 mountain 
ei debt that the international banking 
system would not carry. Or, alternatively. 
the desert sheikhdoms would use their 
endiess wealth to buy up US. business. 
There were anxious calculations of the pe- 
riod of time—only 2 few years. it seemed— 
within which those spectacular surpluses 
would equal the total value of ail the com- 
panies listed on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 

* * * 

Amerieans suddenly got very apprehensive 
about foreign investments in this country. 
Would the Arabs try to take over U.S. cor- 
porations and run them for their own na- 
tional purposes? As 1974 went on, Congress 
.erdered a careful study of the scale of in~ 
vestment from ghroad. Now. a year and a 
half later, the Commerce Department has 
published, in nine volumes, its benchmark 
Measurement of foreign ownership in the 
United States. Its verdict: Foreigners hold 
enty a small and dispersed share of the US. 
economy; there is no need for further con- 
trols. 

In manufacturing, the Commerce Depart- 
ment found, foreign-owned plants accounted 
for less than 6 per cent of U.S. output in 
any of the broad categories of industry. 
Foreign-owned companies accounted for 7 
per cent of U.S. oll production, and foreign- 
owned banks had about 6 per cent of the 
total banking business. Foreigners owned 
about 0.1 per cent of the country’s farm 
land. The department's study covered 
direct investment, which means Investment 
that controls companies. Out of a total of 
$26.5 billion in direct investment here in 
1974, the largest amounts came from Britain 
{$5.7 billion), Canada ($5.2 billion) and the 
Wetherlands ($4.7 billion). Direct invest~ 
ment from ali of the Middle Eastern coun- 
tries together came to $128 billion. 

But that Middle Eastern investment had 


almost doubled from the previous year. Is 
tt likely to soar upward as the oil states’ 
surpluses gtow? Evidently not—for the 
very good reason that those surpluses are 
not going to grow nearly as fast as the com- 
mon wisdom supposed two years ago. In 
the summer of 1974 the World Bank warned 
that the Organization of Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries might accumulate reserves as 
high as $650 billion by 1980, and twice as 
much by 1985. Currently the U.S. Treasury 
expects OPEC's reserves to be around $250 
billion by 1980, and actually to decline 
thereafter. OPEC’s annual surpluses have 


_already begun to falt from: the very high 


level of 1974. The OPEC governments are 


finding it far easier to spend money than’ 


they, or anyone else, expected. Some of 
these countries are already borrowing again. 
Most are pushing large amounts into their 
economic development programs and some 
—tran is the most notorious example—are 
spending wildly on the most expensive kind 
of armaments which, unfortunately, the 
United States is only too happy to sell 
them, 
* κα 

Two years ago there was much excited 
speculation about the ability of the banking 
system to bear the burden of recycling oil 
Tevenyes, Recycling meant borrowing the 
oil profits back from OPEC to finance 
further rounds of purchases. You have not 
heard much about recycling lately, because 
i turns out not to be much of ἃ burden 
at all. The industrial nations, taken to- 
gether, have managed to keep their trade 
accounts nicely balanced by increasing their 
exports. The real victims of the higher oil 
prices turn out to be the poor and under- 
developed countries. 

Two years ago, a5 Americans began to 
worry about the financial consequences of 
the revolution in off prices, we mainly wer- 
Tied about the wrong things We worried 
about a collapse of the banking system, 
and the possibility that the Arabs would buy 
Wall Street. What are the right things to 
worry about? There are two. One is the 
increasingly fragile ‘condition of the poor 
countries’ economies. The other is the in- 
creasing tendency of the United States— 
even at @ very high price—to import more 
ol! than is good for it,
